I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I968, 

The  vital  statistics  show  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  I3I  compared  with  77  Mi  1967*  --U. though 
births  also  increased,  from  6l  to  66,  the  unfavourable  balance  of  deaths 
over  births  contiiued.  The  Registrar-General' s estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population,  however,  sho'wed  an  increase  from  1^.,600  in  I967  to  467O.  This 
may  be  some  indication  of  the  success  of  the  Council's  policy  in  attracting 
new  industry  to  the  Borough  by  the  provision  of  industrial  sites. 

It  will  be  rot iced  that  the  Mortality  Table  on  page  2 differs 
from  the  familiar  table  previously  given.  This  is  because  the  Registrar- 
General  now  classifies  deaths  in  accordance  Vidth  a list  of  65  headings  in 
place  of  the  36  headings  formerly  used.  Due  to  the  length  of  the  nev>r  list, 
headings  to  which  no  deaths  have  been  assigned  are  not  included  in  the  table. 

A change  of  terminology  may  also  be  noted  in  some  of  the  causes  of  death. 

Thus  ’'vascu;].ar  lesions  of  the  nervous  system"  now  appear  as  "cerebrovascular 
disease",  while  "coronary  disease,  angina"  comes  under  the  heading  of 
"ischaemic  heart  disease".  In  spite  of  this  change  in  nomenclature,  however, 
heart  disease  in  all  its  forms,  cerebrovascular  disease  and  cancer,  in  that 
order,  continued  numerically  to  head  the  list  of  causes  of  death. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infections  disease  during  the  year 
was  negligible.  On  1st  October,  I968,  the  Health  Services  and  the  Public 
Health  Act,  I968  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968, 
came  into  operation.  These  made  certain  changes  in  the  infectious  diseases 
required  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  in  the  prccedure 
connected  with  notification. 

In  the  environc:ental  field,  the  record  once  more  is  of  continued 
and  painstaking  attention  to  routine,  resulting  in  the  maintenance  of  a 
generally  satisfactory  standard  of  environmental  health  and  living  conditions 
in  the  Borough. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  iVlr.  G.E,  Gif  ford,  the  Council's  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-opffiration  in  all  aspects  of  oux- 
work  together  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council’s  other 
Departments  have  continued  their  willing  help.  I am  grateful  to  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation. 


It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge,  once  again,  the  continued 
interest  and  encouragement  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and,  in 
particular, of  the  Chairman  and  meidbers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  tx\ro  populations.  This  is  done  by 
applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area  Comparability  Factor" 
which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  0.48  for  this  Boroxigh. 

The  standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore, is  13.49  xirhich  may  be 
compared  mth  that  of  11. 9 (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales. 

BIRTHS  - The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  Borough  was  66  compared 
vjith  61  in  1967.  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  14.1.  Wlicn 
the  Registrar  General’s  Area  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (l,09)  is 
applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  15.37  for  this  Borough 
compares  with  I6.9  (provisional)  for  England  and  Wales.

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GENERAL  FROVISIOH  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
General  Medical  Sorvices 

General  nedical  sorvices  under  Part  lY  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  by  r'ledical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  uho  undertake  maternity 
medical  seivices. 

County  Council  Services 

Health  Department  ; The  County  Coimcil  is  the  local  health 
authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  and  provides  the  following  sorvices  in  the 
district 

(a)  Ilidwifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-midxdLves  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midwiferj’’  cases  in  the  hoiBe. 

(^)  Health  Visiting.  Health  Visitors  are  available  to  give 
advice  on  health  matters  in  the  homo  or  at  the  clinic. 

Originally  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  which  is  still  their  basic  function,  they  arc 
increasingly  concerned  with  other  age  groups,  imrticularly 
the  aged.  Some  health  visitors  combine  the  work  with  general 
nursing  and  midwifery.  All  act  also  as  school  nurses. 

(c)  Child  ¥elfare  Centro.  A Guild  Welfare  Clinic  is  hold  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Launceston,  three  times  each  month. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic, Lamicoston. 

(g)  Vaccination  and  Imraunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 

against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tota.nu'S,  and  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  are 
provided  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  bjr  the  suppl3r  of 
materials  to  the  family  doctor. 

(^')  Home  Hein  Service.  Hoae  helps  are  cmplo3''od  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  loerson 
concerned. 

(s)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vohicD.es  are  used.  Wien  appropriate 
some  such  cases  arc  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a 
voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the 
service  is  carried  out  fi-om  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 


(n)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Caro  and  Aftor-cai-e.  A full-time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  such  persons  when 
required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  femily  doctor.  Routine 
tuberculin  testing  and, if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  (i.e. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis)  is  provided  for  senior 
school  children. 

Corta.in  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other 
tjqpes  of  illness  b3r  district  health  visitors,  and  health 
education  is  carried  out  by  the  County’s  medical  a.nd  nursing 
staff. 

(i)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  has  certain  responsibilities 
in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision, 
etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community,  and  with  the 
provision  of  aftor-caro  following  treatnent  for  mental  illness. 
The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the 
Health  Area  Office, Launceston. 

II  Education  Department . As  local  education  authority,  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which 
provides  the  following  ;- 

Periodic  Medical  Ihspection  of  pupils 
Cleanliness  Surveys  of  pupils 
Dental  Inspection  and  treatment  of  pupils 
Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  in  need  of 
special  education 

Treatment  Clinic,  Health  Clinic,  Launceston 
Dental  Clinic  by  appointment 
Child  Guidance  Clinic,  by  arrangement. 

Ill  Welfare  Department.  This  service  is  concei-’ned  with  the  welfare 
of  the  aged,  and  with  that  of  various  categories  of  handicapped 
persons.  It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary 
accommodation  in  certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent  need 
thereof.  The  Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the 
Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

Hosnital  Services 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hosi^ital  authority 
for  the  area. 

Launceston  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities 
in  the  district.  Patients  are  ref erred  also  to  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and 
elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  arc  adraitted  to  the  Scott  Hospital, 
Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didx^orthy  Chest  Hospital  and  Tehidy 
Hospital.  Mental  hospital  acco  aiaodo/cion  is  provided  by  St.  Lawrence’s 
Hosj;ital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and  Hooi’fields  Hospital, Ivybridgo, Devon. 
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An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  twice  monthly  at  the  Health 
Clinic,  Launceston,  and  a Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Tavistock  Hospital, 
The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Launceston  Hospital. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  foi’  school  and  pre-school  children  is 
held  pei-iodically  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic,  A specialist  Ante- 
natal clinic  is  hold  in  Launceston  each  week. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, Pl5nnouth, 
to  which  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent. 


CIRCIMSTiiNCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Borough  of  Lainceaton  comes  wdthin  the  area  served  by  the 
East  Cornwall  Water  Board.  The  water,  from  an  upland  surface  gathering 
ground,  is  soft  and  slightly  acid,  and  the  average  daily  requirement 
of  200,000  gallons  is  adequately  met. 

Works  being  carried  out  by  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  to 
increase  the  supply  potential  by  the  laying  of  new  larger  diameter  mains 
connected  to  an  alternative  source  are  almost  completed. 

Out  of  a total  of  1,695  dwellings  with  a population  of  4j670 
persons,  1,691  dwellings  and  I^.,639  persons  are  supplied  with  water  from 
public  water  mains. 

No  stand  pipes  are  used  in  the  Borough.

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works,  a small  one  at  Scarne  built  by  the 
hjrniy  iiuthorities  during  the  war  and  modernised  in  1959,  and  a much  larger  one 
at  St.  Leonards  v/hich  has  functioned  in  its  new  form  since  April,  I963, 
folio vving  coirplete  reconstruction  and  enlargement.

In  April,  a complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
alleging  unfitness  of  a tin  of  vegetables  and  gravy  purchased  locally.  The 
article  complained  of  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  investigation 
who  foimd  no  evidence  that  the  contents  were  unsuitable  for  human  consumption. 

(iv)  Educational  Activities 


Posters,  leaflets  and  codes  of  practice,  where  applicable,  are  issued  to 
food-producing  establishments  and  food  shops,  and  advice  is  given  whenever 
possible.  It  appears  that  v/ith  the  growth  of  wrapped  perishable  products, 
ever  increasing  vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  tha.t  both  management  and 
staff  fully  appreciate  the  science  of  the  code  marking  of  such  products.  ^ 

when  cases  of  slateness  or  unsoundness  arise,  it  is  usually  through  complete 
ignorance  of  modem  methods  to  ensure  strict  rotation  of  such  stocks. 

( v)  Condemned  Pood 


Unsound  or  diseased  meat,  according  to  the  type  of  meat,  is  sent  to  one  of 
two  premises  either  at  Exeter  or  Ascot  where  it  is  sterilised  and 
manufactured  into  fertiliser  and  other  products.  Condeimaed  canned  foods 
are  dealt  with  by  incineration  at  the  Coimcil's  Pefuse  Tip.  The  Meat 
(staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  I960,  require  all  butchers' 
meat  and  imported  meat  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption  to  be 
sterilised,  and  all  knacker  meat  to  be  stained  and  sterilised  before  entering 
the  chain  -of  distribution. 

(vi)  Special  Examina>tion  of  Large  Food  Consignments 

It  was  necessary  in  January  to  condemn  the  full  contents  of  a deep  freeze 
display  cabinet,  the  refrigeration  machinery  of  which  had  broken  down. 

In  November,  the  remains  of  a greengrocery  and  confectioners  shop,  wiiich  | 

had  been  almost  gutted  by  a major  fire,  were  inspected.  It  was  necessary  to 
condemn  the  v/hole  of  the  remainder  of  the  stock  due  to  fii-e  damage. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  groirth  of  the  importation  into  this  country  of  foodstuffs 
in  sealed  containers,  the  Imported  Food  Regulations,  I968  were  introduced 
on  the  1st  nugust.  This  enables  Port  Health  Authorities  to  allow  foodstuffs 
in  sealed  containers  to  pass  without  inspection  at  the  port  of  entry  for 
later  inspection  by  the  local  authority  at  the  place  to  which  it  is  consigned. 
This  sealed  container  trade  is  on  the  increase  and  visits  to  premises 
weekly  and  oftener  are  now  being  made  to  deal  with  this  type  of  import. 

( vii) lce-cream  (Heat  Treatment J Regulations  1947  ~ 1939 

No  ice-creaiTi  is  produced  in  the  Borough  of  Launceston.  Sixty- tv/o  sauries 
of  ice-cream,  all  of  the  hot  mix  type,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year.  Thirty- two  san'ples  were  classified  as 
Provisional  Grade  1,  fourteen  as  Grovisional  Grade  2,  fourteen  as  Provisional 
Grade  3 ‘t’vvo  as  Provisional  Grade  4»  It  is  desirable  that  80^  of  the 
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samples  should  he  classified  in  Grades  1 and  2,  not  more  than  20%  in  Grade  3 
and  none  should  fall  into  Grade  These  standards  were  unfortunately  not 
attained  during  the  year  due  partly  to  technical  difficulties  on  the  part  of 
one  producer  and  to  the  difficulty  of  conveying  samples  to  the  Laboratory  at 
Plymouth  ii  a sufficiently  cold  condition.  The  latter  difficulty  ?/as, 
however,  completely  overcome  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  when  new  equipment 
was  obtained. 

(viii)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  ~ I960 

Frequent  inspections  of  all  food  e stablishaents  in  the  Borough  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

(ix)  Milk  and  Cream

Due  to  the  outbreak,  and  continuance  over  a considerable  period,  of  Foot 
and  Mouth  disease,  there  v/as  a decrease  of  4j4l4  in  the  nunber  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  1968,  indicating  a fall  of  5*4%  compared  with  the  196?  figure, 
and  representing  a total  kill  of  78>488  animals  made  up  as  follows

Cysticercus  Bovis 

There  weare  fomtr  cases  of  infestation  by  Cysticercus  Bovis  detected 
diiring  I968,  as  against  seven  in  I967.  Three  of  the  animals  were  steers  and 
one  v/as  a cow.  The  parasite,  developmental  stage  of  the  human  tapevrorm, 
taenia  saginata,  was  found  in  the  cheek  muscle  of  three  animals  and  in  the 
heart  muscle  of  one  animal. 

Affected  carcases  are  totally  condensed  if  the  condition  is  generalised 
otherwise  they  are  treated  by  three  weeks  refrigeration  at  a temperature  not 
exceeding  20  degrees  Fahrenheit,  In  the  cases  detected  during  the  year,  the 
lesions  were  localised,  and  only  the  orgein  or  part  affected  was  condemned,  the 
remainder  of  each  carcase  being  treated  as  above. 

Tuberculosis 


No  cases  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  occxnrred  during  the  year.  The 
incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  Pigs  was  1.1%,  and  this  is  slightly  more 
favourable  than  1,5%  recorded  in  1967*

Bulk  saiples  are  first 
subjected  to  the  Milk  Hing  Test,  and,  if  positive,  samples  from 
the  individual  cows  in  the  herd  are  submitted  for  culture  for  brucella 
abortus.

DISEi'iSES  


The  infectious  diseases  which  are  sta'butorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  follovdng  Cholera,  plague,  relapsing 
fever,  typhus,  smallpox,  acute  encephaliti's,  acute  meniagitis,  acute 
poliomyelitis,  anthrax,  amoebic  dysentery,  bacillary  dysenteiy,  diphtheria, 
infective  jaundice,  leprosy,  leptospirosis,  malaria,  measles,  ophthadmia 
neonatorium,  paratyphoid  fever,  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever, tetanus, 
tuberculosis,  whooping  cough,  yellow  fever  and  food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Tstble  II. 

The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  I968  and  the  Public 
Health  (infectious  Diseases}  Regulations,  1968,  both  of  which  came  into 
operation  on  1st  October,  1968,  made  certain  changes  in  the  list  of 
infectious  diseases  notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Some 
diseases,  formerly  subject  to  this  procedure,  were  omitted,  i.e.  erysipelas, 
acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 
Membranous  croup, which  is  a form  of  diphtheria,  although  omitted  by  name, 
wd.ll  still  be  covered  by  the  general  term  "diphtheria”.  ’Meningococcal 
infection"  also  omitted  by  name,  is  covered  by  "acute  meningitis",  which 
also  includes  this  acute  infection  when  caused  by  other  organisms. 

Leptospirosis  (a  form  of  jamdice  caused  by  a group  of  germs  transmitted  by 
certain  animals  e.g.  rats  and  dogs},  tetanus  (lockjaw},  and  yellow  fever 
are  introduced  for  the  first  time.  Yellow  fever,  an  acute  and  serious 
infectious  disease  of  certain  areas  of  the  tropics,  transmitted  to  man  by  the 
bite  of  a type  of  mosquito,  is  not  a disease  v^hich  will  be  acquired  in  this 
country,  but  the  speed  of  air  travel  makes  it  possible  that  the  first  signs 
of  the  disease  may  appear  in  a traveller  from  an  infected  region  sev..ral 
days  after  arrival  in  this  country.  Dysentery  becomes  notifi3.ble  in  its  two 
distinct  forms,  amoebic,  usually  found  in  tropical  and  sub-tropical  climates, 
and  bacillary,  the  common  variety  in  this  country. 

The  remainder  of  the  diseases  on  the  list  are  unchanged.  Pood 
poisoning  which  was  notifiable  by  virtue  of  Section  26  of  the  P'ood  and  Dings 
Act,  1955>  remains  notifiable  by  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  the  Health 
Sei'vices  and  Public  Health  Act,  I968,  wrhich  repealed  the  relevant  section  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Sm.allpox.  No  case  -was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which  191 
vaccinations  and  27  re- vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  vmole  of  the 
County  Council's  Health  iirea  No.  6.  It  is  not  now  possible  to  give  these 
figures  for  individual  county  districts,  owing  to  a new  method  of  notifying 
such  vaccinations.  This  applies  also  to  the  figures  for  vaccination  against 
diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough  and  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  measles,  given  below. 

Measles.  Tvra  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  September.  During  the  year, 
the  Ministry  of  Healtiytntroduced  a scheme  of  vaccination  against  this  disease, 
in  order  to  attempt  to  forestall  the  bi-ennial  epidemic  expected.  Vaccination 
was  offered  in  the  first  instance  to  susceptible  children  between  the  ages  of 
4 and  7 years,  and  this  was  later  extended  to  include  such  children  up  to  the 
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age  of  11  years.  The  total  nxjmher  vaccinated  in  the  whole  of  the  Health  urea 
during  the  year  was  371 • 

Vaccination  against  measles  is  later  to  be  extended  to  include 
non- immune  children  in  the  age  groups  2-4  years  and  11  - 15  years,  and 
subsequently  will  be  offered  as  a routine  procedure  to  aJLl  children  early 
in  their  second  year. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

537  children  in  the  Health  iirea  received  a complete  course  of 
immunisation  during  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  all  cases.  55  children  received 
reinforcing  injections,  the  diphtheria- tetanus  vaccine  being  used  in  these  cases.  \ 

Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  during  the  year,  in 
the  course  of  which  664  persons  in  the  Health  Ijcea.  received  a complete  course 
of  oral  vaccination,  and  a iiorther  294  a reinforcing  dose. 


Dysentery.  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.

Out-patient  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospital.  The  County  Council  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  follov^s  up  the  patients  in  their  homes, 
traces  contacts  and  so;irces  of  infection  a^id,  thus  acting  as  a most  valuable 
and  essential  "liaison  officer"  betv/een  the  curative  and  preventive  services, 
bridges  a most  alarming  administrative  gap.  ^i.11  susceptible  contacts  of 
kiiown  cases  in  the  Borough  are  offered  B.C.G,  vaccination  and  the  majority 
Etvail  themselves  of  this  method  of  protection. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  susceptible 
Secondary  School  children  was  continued  during  the  year,  again  with  an 
excellent  response. 


OTHER  DISE^iSES 


Cancer  of  the  Lung.  During  1968,  the  deaths  of  two  males  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung  were  recorded,  out  of  a total  of  fifteen  c ancer  deaths.  Since 
1949,  there  have  been  101  male  and  113  femaie  aeaths  from  all  forms  of 
cancer.  Of  these,  twenty  male  and  seven  female  deaths  have  been  due  to 
cancer  of  the  Ixang. 

Cancer  of  the  Cervix.  The  County  Council’s  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  at 
Launceston  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

Women  between  the  ages  of  3O  and  35  years  are  acceptoa  for  this 
form  of  examination.  The  clinic  at  Launceston  serves  the  whole  01  the 
Health  ihrea,  and  beyond.  During  the  year,  233  specimens  were  submitted 
to  the  laboratory.  No  cases  of  the  pre-cancerous  stage  of  the  disease,  nor 
of  established  cancer  of  the  cervix,  were  discovered,  but  a number  of 
minor  conditions  were  identified,  ns  a copy  of  the  laboratory  report 
is  sent  to  the  patient's  general  practitioner,  he  is  made  aware  of  these 
findings,  and  can  arrange  treatment,  if  required.
